Training Sessions Slated for 
Fall of 2013 



The Department of Environmental Protection's Nonpoint Source Training and 
Resource Center is offering a robust schedule of classes for the Fall of 2013. The 
Department will again provide training in erosion and sediment control practices to 
ensure that the remaining excavation contractors in the state who did not get DEP 
certified by January 1 , 2013, (allowing them to work in the shoreland zone) have a 
final opportunity to attend training and obtain needed certification. 
Classes in basic and advanced erosion and sediment control practices will be held in 
9 locations covering Androscoggin, Aroostook, Cumberland, Franklin, Penobscot, 
Piscataquis and Washington counties. These sessions are sponsored by private 
organizations, municipalities and local soil & water conservation districts. 

Classes in Salt Management will again be held this fall to provide information to snow 
removal contractors on ways to minimize salt use but continue to provide the same 
level of de-icing protection. These will be half-day sessions and will be held in the 
Portland, Lewiston and Bangor areas in October and November.

New On-line Re-certification Course Available This 
Winter 



If you are a certified contractor whose certification is about to expire and 
you are looking for credits to nnaintain your certification status, you currently 
have two options: You can take a course offered by the Departnnent or 
other entity that involves instruction related to erosion control pracitices, or 
you can request a pre-recorded DVD fronn the Center and connplete a 10 
question quiz. Starting in late Decennber the Center will be offering another 
option that will hopefully be nnore convenient to progrann participants. The 
course will now be recorded and will be nnade available on-line on the 
Departnnent's Web site to view at your convenience. Course nnaterials will 
also be able to be downloaded as well as the quiz. Once the course is 
viewed the quiz connpleted, and sent in along with the course fee, you 
qualify for re-certification if you score 60% or greater on the quiz, if not, you 
will have the ability to view the course gain and subnnit another quiz for 
certification. 
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The other advantage to this system is that the on-line course will be 
available at no charge to view by new employees of construction 
companies and others. As more classes are recorded it will serve as a 
constant source of up- to-date information on erosion control practices that 
is easily accessible. 

The Center is excited about embarking on this new endeavor of offering 
on-line courses. We hope that you will take advantage of this option and let 
us know ways you think it could be improved. 



Number Of Certified Individuals Soars To Over 
2300 

Department staff and staff of the state's soil & water conservation districts 
have been very busy this summer handling the many requests from 
individuals in need of certification in erosion and sediment control 
practices. The numerous requests are no doubt related to the January 1 , 
2013, deadline established under Title 38 Section 439-B requiring 
contractors working in the shoreland zone to have a certified individual 
on-site. 

Since January, the Department has certified over 700 individuals and we 
anticipate there will be a substantial number of additional individuals 
certified by the end of the year.

Winter /Spring 2013 Training Season Hosts over 
1000 Participants 

The Department's NPS Training and Resource Center's Winter/Spring 
training season trained individuals from January through July. Programs 
were held for excavation contractors, foresters, state and municipal officials, 
landowners, engineers and consultants. 

Instruction in erosion and sediment control was again provided to 
contractors and others throughout the state. A total of 16 courses were 
held. In all, 765 participants attended these sessions. 

For municipal and state officials, engineers, contractors, foresters and 
consultants, four progams in Stream Smart crossings were co-sponsored 
by the Center in cooperation with the Maine Audubon Society. These 
classes were held in four locations throughout the state with 150 individuals 
attending.

In April, the Center partnered with E.J. Prescott and held the Maine Coastal 
Erosion Workshop. This program provided information on ways to help 
prevent erosion of shorefront properties along the state's coast line and 
was attended by over 45 participants. 

Finally in July, Center staff participated in two events related to erosion 
control. The first was an erosion control field day co-sponsored by the 
Maine Rural Water Associaton, and the second was a program on the 
maintenance and repair of gravel roads sponsored by the Knox-Lincoln Soil 
& Water Conservation District. A total of 49 participants attended these 
programs.
